DEADLY WEAPON — THE PLASTIC WORM 
A plastic worn; is one of the most diabolical inventions 
hat man has yet to devise in this continual battle between 
human and fish. It. will take fish on days when nothing else 
will work, and take them consistently, for a pretty good 
reason. 
Plastic worms are fished in a part of the lake that few 
other lures reach — the very bottom. And most of the time 
that's where the fish are, sitting and waiting for food to 
come along. 
When you drift a worm gently into these lairs a bass has 
no choice but to strike. 
Many anglers make a mistake by fishing a plastic lure 
much too rapidly — skimming it through the water as if 
there were some sort of contest to see how quickly the lure 
can be brought back to the boat. 
This is no’ the preferred way to fish worms. They should 
be fished with almost an imperceptible movement, slith­ 
ered along on the bottom at only slightly more mph than 
an actual worm would clock. Many fishermen run upwind 
with their outboard-, then cut the motor and drift with 
the wind, dragging the plastic worm at drift speed. 
When this is too fast, they thYow out a small sea anchor 
to further retard the speed of the drift.

DEADLY WEAPON — THE PLASTIC WORM 


A plastic worn; is one of the most diabolical inventions 
that man has yet to devise in this continual battle between 
human and fish. It will take fish on days when nothing else 
will work, and take them consistently, for a pretty good 
reason. 


Plastic worms are fished in a part of the lake that few 


other lures reach — the very bottom. And most of the time 
that’s where the fish are, sitting and waiting for food to 
come along. 


When you drift a worm gently into these lairs a bass has 


no choice but to strike. 
Many anglers make a mistake by fishing a plastic lure 
much too rapidly — skimming it through the water as if 
there were some sort of contest to see how quickly the lure 
can be brought back to the boat. 


This is no1 the preferred way to fish worms. They should 
be fished with almost an imperceptible movement, slith­ 
ered along on the bottom at only slightly more mph than 
an actual worm would clock. Many fishermen run upwind 
with their outboards, then cut the motor and drift with 
the wind, dragging the plastic worm at drift speed. 
When this is too fast, they thYow out a small sea anchor 


to further retard the speed of the drift. 
There is a killer instinct in all predators, which includes 


all gamefish, that is triggered by the sight of prey that is 
weak or crippled, an instinct that bursts into full bloom 
when the fiuttery wavings of a plastic worm are sighted. 


Remember, fish ’em slow, either drifting or trolling or 
casting, and plastic worms will produce good catches. So 
that man, the greatest predator of all, can have fish for 
his dinner more often.
